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Mr. SHeiviey, an American dentist 
well known in Paris, committed sui- 
cide, on the 18th, by shooting in the 
head. He had suffered of late from 
melancholie. 

On the 18th Thomas Flynn, one of 
the strike leaders in the Connellsville 
(Pa.) coke district, was arrested at 
Scottdale, and taken to Uniontown jail, 
charged with complicity in the murder 
of J. H. Paddock. 

Tue full extent of the loss by the 
burning of the American glucose works 
at Buffalo, N. Y., on the 12th, is still 
uncertain. About eighty men were at 
work in the building when the fire 
broke out. The names of a dozen em- 
ployes are given who have failed to 
show up since the fire. 

Mo.LuiEe NATHAN, years old, fell 
from a fourth-story window in Cincin- 
nation the 13th. Her escape was a 
most miraculous one. No bones were 
broken, nor was the child perceptibly 
injured in any other way. 

THomas LincoLn Pucker, alias Lord 
Lionel Borcoust Henburn, who was ar- 
rested for victimizing a wealthy Phila- 
delphian, under the guise of collecting 
money for the unemployed, has been 
sentenced to four years in the Eastern 
penitentiary. Pucker collected nearly 
$2,000 by the same method in New 
York.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE New York city associyted banks 
held #80,831,000 in excess of the require-

BANKERS of Berlin have formed a 
union to protect the interests of bank- 
ersand brokers. The executive com- 
mittee of thirty-two is composed of 
twelve great bankers, four brokers 
and sixteen representatives of smaller 
banks. 

Ar Rio de Janeiro the state of siege 
has been extended to June 13, but it is 
believed that, in view of the surrender 
of Admiral de Mello and the insurgent 
forces, the Brazilian government will 
shortly be able to restore the status 
quo ante. 

ON the 16th the bill permitting the 
return of Jesuits to Germany passed 
its third reading in the reichstag by a 
vote of 168 to 145.

The steamship La Bretagne, which 
arrived at New York on the 16th from 
Havre, brought 1,850,000 frances gold 
for New York houses. 

OFFICIAL figures obtained ut the treas- 
ury on the 16th show that for the nine 
months and a half of the present fiscal 
year expenditures have exceeded 
receipts by $68,000,000: that the work- 
ing currency balance of the treasury is 
$22,000,000. The net gold in the treas- 
ury, which ineludes the reserve, is 
$104, 590,000.

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SMALLPOX IN CHICAGO, 


The Vest Spreading Rapidir for Wane- of 
Efticienc™ and Ilnteiligent Quarantine 
Arrangements—One Hundred and Eigh.- 
ty-Six Patients Now in the Pesthouse, and 
No Proper Provision Made for the Gver- 
flow—Opposition to Vaccination Among 
the Poles, 

Cuicaeo, April 16.—Twenty wew 
cases of smallpox were reported to- 
day and yesterday to the department 
of health and last week's record was 
126 cases. The health officers declare 
the disease is spreading because the 
facilities for the removal and. quaran- 
tining of stricken persons are totally 
inadequate to meet the emergency. 
One of to-day’s victims was Sister 
Venamda, ateacher in the Bohemian 
school at 1138 Albany avenue. She 
was removed to the pesthouse and the 
school was closed’ by order of the 
health commissioner. The pesthonse 
is overcrowded with 186 patients and 
part of the overflow is in the — : 
ward of the county hospital. 

The lack of room in the proper the 
pital has made it necessary for the de- 
partment to quarantine women and 
children in private houses. The. phy- 
sicians complain that the foreign ~pop- 
ulation of the wards most affected by 
the disease fail to report new cases 
promptly. Decided’ opposition to vac- 
cination has been manifested by the. 
Poles, which also handicaps the de- 
partment in its work of stamping out 
the disease. Children are allowed to 
play around an infected house and the 
ordinary precautions are not taken on 
account of ignorance or prejudice. An 
addition to the pesthouse will be fin- 
ished next Saturday. 





REAR-ADMIRAL IRWIN 


Placed Upon the Retired List by the 
Operation of Law—He Hauled Down 
His Flag at Honoluala. 

WasuHinaron, April 17. — Rear-Ad- 
miral John Irwin was placed on the 
retired list Sunday by the operation of 
law on reaching the age of 62 years. 
He hauled down his flag on the Phila- 
delphia at Honolulu, as Admiral Ben- 


ham did on the San’ Franciseo at: 
Curacoa five days ago. It is an 
odd coincidence that both these 


admirals, after forty-seven years inthe 
navy, both having. been appointed in 
1847, should retire aboardship in for- 
eign waters, without turning their 
commands over to ranking successors, 
and should both be brought home as 
passengers in merchant vessels. Ad- 
miral Kirkland, who sueceeds Ad- 
miral Benham, is now in England 
on his way to join the South 
Atlantie squadron at Montevideo, and 
Admiral Walker, who will command 
the Pacifie station, can not reach Hon- 
olulu for several days yet, having left 
San Francisco for Honolulu April 7. 
Commodore Skerritt, commanding the 
Asiatic squadron, becomes a rear ad- 
miral, succeeding Admiral Irwin in 
that rank. Commodore Joseph Fyffe, 
now commandant of the Boston navy 
vard, entered the navy on the same 
day with Admiral Irwin, and is now at 
the head of the list of commodores. 


HIS MAIDEN OPINION. 


Justice White Delivers the Opinion in 
the Cigar Clippings Case, Sustaining 
the Decision of the Lower Court.

Justice White announced in the su- 

preie court of the United States his 

maiden opinion. It decided the ap- 
peals of Seberger and Spalding, col- 
lectors of the port of Chicago, for the 
judgments of the circuit court for the 


northern district of  JTllinois, in 
favor of Daniel Castro, and iavolv- 
ing the question whether under 


the tariff act of 1883 the clippings off 
of the ends of cigars, an incident of 
the manufacture, were manufactured 
or unmanufactured tobacco. The col- 
lectors assessed duty on the importa- 
tions as manufactured tobacco; the im- 
porter carried the case to the court on 
the contention that they were unman- 
ufactured tobaccoand won. The judg- 
ments of the court below in his favor 
were aftirmed by the opinion of Justice 
White.

FIREBUGS CAPTURED. 





Taken tn the Act of Firing a School House 
—Hard Work to Prevent a Lynching— 
The Streets of Meridian, Miss., Throoged 
with Excited Citizens—The Offense May 
Prove Capital and Result in a Hanging. 
Mempmis, Tenn., April 16.—A special 
from Meridian. Miss., says: 
Excitement is at fever heat to-night 
over the capture of two firebugs and 
the wounding of a well-known citizen. 
There were five fires yesterday, all be- 
lieved to be of incendiary origin. Two 
of these fires were private residences 
which were burned to the ground, 
also the stores occupied by C. Kips and 
Lowi Bros., D. Rosenbaum’'s Sons; Fin- 
ley, barber shop, and Joseph A. Cully. 
To-night Wm. C. Schamber got wind 
of an attempt which was made to fire 
the West End public school building, 
and notified Chief of Police Hassel and 
Detectives Horne and Griftin. The 
officers secreted themselves under the 
steps of the school building, and after 


afew minutes’ waiting the firebugs 
passed up the steps, and on the 


officers emerging from their place of 
concealment, they discovered the in- 
side of the building to be in flames. 
They kept a close watch, and in a mo- 
ment the two men passed through the 
doors and into the arms of the ofticers, 
who placed them under arrest. 

The incendiaries proved to be Bob 
Belk and Dudley Scott, two young 
men who were reared in this city. 
The officers had a hard struggle to pre- 
vent the firebugs from being lynched 
on the spot. Mr. Sechamber, who fur- 
nished the information, was accident- 
ally shot by Detective Borne, who mis- 
took him for one of the incendiaries. 
Borne failed to see Sehamber's signal 
and emptied a load of shot into his 
arm. 

The wildest excitement prevails, and 
hundreds of men are on the streets at 
this hour (11:30) discussing the affair. 


There is strong talk of lynching, but 
cooler heads advise the mob to let 


the law take its course. If it is proven 
that the same parties fired the private 


residence late last night, it will be a 
capital offense, for which they may 


hang, as the laws of Mississippi pro- 
vide that where a party or parties set 
fire to a house, where anybody is in the 
habit of sleeping, they shall be pun- 
ished by death. 


MURDER FOR HIRE. 


Sensational Developments in the Wiggins 
Murder Trial at Wooster, O.—A Full 
Confession By Dr. W. Brown, He was 
to Receive One Thousand Dollars Each 
for Killing Mackey and Snell When Mrs. 
Snell Received the Life Insurance. 
Wooster, 0., April 17.—At the trial 

of James C. Wiggins, of Disko, Ind., 

charged with employing Dr. W. Brown, 

of the same place, to assassinate W. 

A. Mackey, of this county, because the 

latter would give damaging evidence 

against Wiggins in the divorce suit of 

Jacob Snell against his wife. Brown 

made a full confesssion — impli- 

cating Wiggins. H[e says Wiggins 
importuned him several times, but 
that he refused, and only when 
he was taking a load of horses to Lima 

did he consent. Wiggins gave him 

the loaded revolver and a_ bottle of 

strychnine. He was to use the poison 
firstand failing with that to shoot 

Mackey. He wasto recieve $1,000 for 

killing Jacob Snell and 81,000 for kill- 

ing Mackey. He recieved 20 cash. 

Four hundred dollars was to have been 

paid him Christmas and the balance 

when Mrs. Snell received the insurance 
on Mackey’s life. 

Brown now claims he did not shoot 
Mackey for the money, but because he 
feared Wiggins, who threatened him 
if he did not do the job. 

It will be remembered about six 
monthsago Mackey was shot near Orr- 
vRle, while plowing his land. It 
was thought he was fatally injured, 
but he recovered. Mackey’'s life had 
been insured for #10,000 by his mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Snell. Yesterday's testi- 
mony shows that Wiggins wanted both 
Snell and Mackey put out of the way.

WORKINGMEN IDLE. 


Indvstrial Conditions Under Demoeratie 
Rupremacy. 
A local democratic paper says: 
“All these years the republicans have been 
promising to give full employment to all at 
high wages by their tariff method... They have 
had the fleld to themselves. In 189) they car- 
ried protection to the extreme. They gave 
every applicant all he demanded, and to some 
they gave more. And as the fruit of this policy 
they promised the industrial millennium; 
plenty to do for everybody and princely wages. 
“They have of late been forced to confess 
failure. They find great numbers of men un- 
employed and lapor to account for the phen- 
omenon witheut admitting any fault in their 
system of ‘reciprocal rapine.’” 
The republicans not merely promised 
to tive employment at good wages to 
all who chose to work, but they gave 
it. .Such was the prosperity of the 
country upto March of 189% that the 
man who was idle was the man 
who wanted to be idle. The wage 
average was higher than ever before. 
It is unfortunately true that the con- 
dition of affairs to-day differs widely 
from that of 1890 and the years immed- 
cately following. Work is scarce, wages 
lower, and for one strike then there 
are scores now. 

The republicans have not been 
“forced to confess failure,” however, 
so far as conféssing failure implies 
that they have lost faith in the efficacy 
of protection, They are forced to con- 
fess that they do not have quite as 
high an opinion of the intelligence of 
the American people as they had prior 
to November of 1892. When they saw 
the majority of the voters casting their 
ballots for free trade after it had been 
explained to them just what the conse- 
quences of a march toward free trade 
and away from protection would be, 
and when they saw the readizess of 
the people to discard a system under 
which they had prospered for a third 
of a century, they were willing to con- 
fess that there was a failure of intelli- 
gence. 

The republicans are not surprised 
that great numbers of men are out of 
work now, and they have no trouble 
about explaining it. They predicted 
lack of work in 1893-84 if the demo- 
crats were successful. Their predic- 
tions have come true. They said demo- 
cratic success would lower wages. It 
has done so. They said that there 
would be innumerable industrial con- 
flicts while the country was trying to 
adapt itself to the new democratic 
wage scale. Those conflicts are going 
on now. 

Of course, itis not the ‘'fault” of pro- 
tection that these phenoinena of scant 
work and low wages are visible every- 
where, for, while protection is still the 
Jaw, that law is practically a dead let- 
ter. It has been known for months 
that a low tariff bill was to be passed. 
The minute the people made up their 
minds that such was to be the case they 
began preparing for it. They did not 
wait for the day when the bill was to 
go into foree to take the necessary 
steps to adapt their business to the new 
order of things. So, while the McKin- 
ley law is in force to the extent that 
the reduced quantity of dutiable goods 
imported must pay the duties fixed by 
the law of 1890, the protective effects 
of that tariff have disappeared largely. 

Every prophecy which the republic- 
ans made in 1892 as to the conse- 
quences of a democratic triumph has 
been fulfilled. The democratic proph- 
ecies have not been. The republicans 
make another prediction. It is that if 
the democrats will drop the Wilson 
bill wages will jump up forthwith to 
the old standard, there will be work for 
every one, and the employers of the 
men now out on strikes, being able to 
give what they demand, will tell them 
to come back at once. i 

The voters are so well satisfied that 
this is what would happen were the 
Wilson bill thrown into the waste bas- 
ket that they are preparing to elect a 
republican house this fall and a repub- 
lican president in i806. They have 
learned at last that protection is not 
a failure, and being far more intelii- 
gent than they were in 1892 they will 
restore it as soon as they can. ---Chicago 
Tribune.

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THE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF. 


Legislative Incapacity of Biundering Free 
Traders. 

The tariff bill as tinally reported te 
the senate is a ridiculous travesty upon 
democratic theories and professions. In 
many points it directly antagonizes the 
fundamental declaration of thie party 
platform. That platform affirms pro- 
tection to be unconstitutional, Tho 
bill, as reconstructed by the sSenute 
committee, adopts this unconstitution- 
al principle as to certain preferred in- 
dustries, extending to them a _protee- 
tion which is arbitrarily denied to other 
interests equally important and de- 
serving. ‘These concessious are made, 
admittedly, for partisan reasons, and 
independently altogether of broad con- 
siderations of public policy; they are 
made to conciliate special interests and 
appease the hostile sentiment of spe- 
cial localities. Thus we have a bill 
which is inspired on the one ‘hand by 
motives of hostility to great national 
interests, andon the other by solict- 
tude for interests which are largely see: 
tional and hold no vital relation to the 
national prosperity—a bill which ts for 
protection and against it, which em- 
bodies both a constitutional and an un- 
constitutional principle; which pro- 
poses, accepting the claims of its fram- 
ers as sincere, to promote the aational 
welfare and at the same time encour: 
age national disaster. 

Believing as wo do in the protective 
policy, we of course regard its applica- 
tion as to any interest or industry as a 
matter for congratulation. We have 
no doubt that the discriminations of 
the amended Wilson bill, made in the 
interest of localities, will in some sense 
inure to the public advantage. But 
this does not alter the fact that the 
bill is dishonest and incoherent, utterly 
bad in morals, and that as such it must 
bring our legislation into contempt. 
Whenever a ccuntry lets down the 
standard of legislation to the level of 
expediency, and its laws come to image 
the prejudices or passions, or reflect 
the selfishness and venality of the pop- 
ulace, or any part of it--—when, in a 
word, it enacts its laws by a process of 
bargain and sale—it invites the deri- 
sion of all right-thlnking peoples and 
makes it inevitable that its own au- 
thority will cease, sooner or later, to 
command respect. 

The blundering of the democratia 
party in this matter of the tariff illus- 
trates afresh its singular incapacity for 
dealing in a statesmanlike way with 
questions of public concern, It had an 
opportunity such as rarely oomes ta 
any party to formulate and carry out a 
distinctive, concrete and positive policy. 
The country had deolared in its favor. 
Its power, with all departments of the 
government in its possession, war abso- 
lute and complete. Acting in honest 
conformity to the spirit and demands 
of ita platform, and standing unitedly 
for principle, it could have commanded 
popular respoct because of its integrity 
of purpose, however much the results 
of its action might have been depre- 
cated. Instead of this it has by its in- 
competence und timorous Snsinoerity 
deepened the distrust of the people, lost 
its opportunity, and brought upon the 
country fresh confusion and apprehen- 
sion as to the economic policy of the 
future. Instead of settling, it has un- 
settled financial and industrial condl- 
tions, and thus has aggravated the 
difficulties, already ominously great, 
through which we must make our way 
to that cleus, well-settled and perma- 
nent national policy which can alono 
bring genuine and abiding prosperity.

SUPREME OOURT AS EXEOUTiL Nts 
Two Judges Say It Is a Monopoly Unlaw- 
fully Enjoyed by the State and Must Go, 
A Third Says the Law Is a Good One and 
Should Stand—The Majority Rules—No 
Appeal Allowed, 


CoiumBia, April 19.—A decision has 
been rendered in the composite case 
composed of the case originating in 
Darlington testing the constitutionality 
of the dispensary law and appealed to 
the supreme court by the state, and 
several minor cases which were likewise 
appealed. Chief Justice Mclver and 
associate Justice McGowan filed an 
opinion affirming Judge Hudson's deci- 
sion that the law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it creates a monopoly for the state. 
Justice Pope filed a dissenting opinion 
affirming the constitutionality of the 
law.

From the Auditor's report, juse 
issued, it appears that we have a 
surplus of arms and deficiency of 
hogs. 

Let us take Calhoun and a few of 
the surrounding counties for exam - 
ple. From the Auditor’s report it 
will be seen that Calhoun teturned 
for taxes last year 115 hogs and 6,. 
662 guns and pistols; Cherokee 377 
hogs and 6,175 guns and pistols; 
Etowah 157 hogs and 4,993 guns 
and pistols; St. Clair 243 hogs and 
5801 guns and pistols; Talladega 
505 hogs and only 13,710 guns and 
pistols. 

From this it can be readily seen 
that the State is already remarkakly 
well stocked with firearms, while it 
is very much behind in the matter 
of hogs. Talladega, for instance, 
hag sixty-six times more people 
than it has hogs, but a little over 
three times more people than it has 
guns and pistols. In other words, 


there is a gun or pistol for every 
head of family in Talladega county, 
with an abundance left over for the 
women and children. 

Now in view of this state of 
things, and in view of the fact that 
this State must become self-sustain- 
ing to become prosperous, everybo- 
dy will agree that in event he gets 
it Mr. Bowman had better s;end ais 
money for hogs than for firearms. 

Of course everyone knows that 
the number of hogs returned for 
taxes does not present the entire 
number on hand in any county; but 
still the disparity between this eles 
ment of lifeon the one hand and 
those instrments of death is very 
great.

—Apple Omelet.—Pare three apples, 
stew and sweeten. Stir in a lump of 
butter, four well-beaten eggs, add fine 
bread crumbs, fry in hotlard on a hot 
griddle, dropping from a spoon.
